Han o i said six o f the missin g 
men — the crew o f o n e o f the 
B52s — were cap tu red an d p re­ 
sen ted at a n ews co n feren ce in 
the No rth Vietn amese cap ital a 
few ho u rs later. 
Sev en o ther American airmen 
were rescu ed in Thailan d, the 
U.S. Co mman d said. 
No rth Vietn am charged that 
n early 100 civ ilian s were k illed 
o r wo u n ded in attack s o n Han o i 
an d its su bu rbs. Bu t it said 
Presiden t Nix o n ’s attemp t to 
bo mb it in to su bmissio n wo u ld 
n o t fo rce it to accep t his p eace 
terms. 
Han o i claimed that three 
B52s an d three fighter-bo mbers 
were sho t do wn an d said a 
n u mber o f the fliers were cap ­ 
tu red. The U.S. Co mman d said 
it had n o additio n al lo sses to 
rep o rCfo r the time bein g, leav ­

The v acant space left o n the na­ 
tio n’s newsstands by the departure 
o f Life magazine will quickly be 
•filled. 
This is, as the pro liferating new 
titles and bo o ming circulatio n fig­ 
ures pro v e, the age o f the specialty 
magazine. Ho wev er sad may be the 
demise o f Life, life go es o n in the 
wo rld o f publishing. 
There hav e alway s been special 
interest magazines, o f co urse—fash­ 
io n magazines, wo rksho p maga­ 
zines, mo del railro ad and ho t ro d car 
buff magazines. Specializatio n may 
ev en hav e reached so me kind o f 
peak a few y ears ago with “ The 
Wo rm Runner’s Digest,” written by 
and fo r psy cho lo gists who ex peri­ 
mented with flatwo rms. 
But we seem to be getting a dif­ 
ferent kind o f “ specialty ” publica­ 
tio n to day . 
It is o ne thing fo r hi-fi fans, o r, 
just recently , o wners o f Super-8 
mo v ie cameras, to hav e their o wn 
magazines; it is so mething else 
when wo men find it necessary to 


launch a magazine called “ Ms.” , in 
which they can ho ld fo rth o n the o n­ 
ly subject o f interest to them, while 
míale chauv inists nev er lo o k bey o nd 
the fantasy wo rld o f Play bo y and its 
asso rted imitato rs. 


Life was the last o f the picture- 
and-tex t general interest magazines 
which attempted to appeal to the 
bro adest po ssible spectrum o f the 
po pulatio n and to ho ld, as it were, a 
mirro r up to the natio n (tho ugh near 
the end it go t wo rdy and intellectual 
and, like the Saturday Ev ening Po st 
befo re it, tried paring its subscrip­ 
tio n list to mo re sharply “ define” its 
readership in v ain ho pes o f attract­ 
ing mo re adv ertisers). 


This is the sad thing abo ut the 
death o f Life: Its passing has drasti­ 
cally shrunk the co mmo n meeting 
gro und o f paper and print where 
Americans, whatev er their narro w, 
perso nal interests may be, whatev er 
peculiar ax es they may grind, can 
find o ut what o ther Americans are 
do ing and thinking.

The White Ho use has let it be 
kno wn that President Nix o n will be 
taking to the ro ad again—this time a 
trip to sev eral Euro pean co untries. 
These jo urney ings o f the Presi­ 
dent—and he is certainly the mo st 
trav eled 
Chief 
Ex ecutiv e—ex cite 
the American public o nly when they 
deal with the highest issues, such as 
his v isits to Mo sco w and Peking. But 
fo r Euro peans, they are o f co nsider­ 
able significance. 


With this in mind, Mr. Nix o n 
might well co nsider sto ps in Spain 
and Greece. There wo uld be so me 
o utcry fro m the ultra-left, and the 
usual mo th-eaten charges that the 
United States was bo lstering dicta­ 
to rship wo uld be dusted o ff fo r re­ 
newed use. But mo st Americans can 
no lo nger take that kind o f talk se­ 
rio usly . After all, they applauded the 
President’s v isits to the two mo st ri­ 
go ro us dictato rships in the wo rld: 
the So v iet Unio n and Co mmunist 
China. 


The impo rtance o f hav ing the 
Presidential presence in Madrid is, 
to a degree, o bv io us. The United 
States has impo rtant military bases 


in Spain o f co nsiderable strategic 
significance. The Mediterranean is 
the key to Euro pe and No rth Africa, 
and with the So v iet fleet mo v ing 
ev er mo re deeply into that ancient 
sea, the United States must retain its 
fo o tho ld there if peace is to be main­ 
tained. Spain is pro -American, but 
there are fo rces within the co untry 
militating against that po sture. A 
v isit by the President wo uld gener­ 
ate incalculable go o dwill. 


A Presidential v isit, mo reo v er, 
wo uld fo cus attentio n o n the co untry 
itself and clear away many Ameri­ 
can misapprehensio ns. Spain is po ­ 
litically autho ritarian, altho ugh in 
recent y ears there has been a steady 
easing o f go v ernmental restrainst. 
And with the establishment o f a co n­ 
stitutio nal mo narchy when General 
Franco dies, the trend will co ntinue. 
Fo r well o v er a decade, it sho uld be 
added, the Franco regime has been 
rapidly substituting a free-market 
eco no my fo r the rigid co ntro ls o f the 
past. This has bro ught abo ut Spain’s 
milagro eco no mico , its eco no mic 
miracle, giv ing the co untry an un­ 
emplo y ment rate o f two per cent and 
a gro wth in gro ss natio nal pro duct o f 
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'Harold, why isn't Our life more like a 'sit-com'?" 


Trade trend can 
be Nixon misstep

WASHINGTON (NEA)— When 
y o u say “ internatio nal eco no mics,” 
it do esn’t so und like a real grabber 
fo r many Americans. But a lo t o f 
them are clearly affected by what’s 
go ing o n in that field. 
Certainly the leaders o f o rgan­ 
ized labo r are aware. In 19 73 , they ’ll 
be pushing harder than ev er in Co n­ 
gress fo r the Burke-Hartke bill, a 
measure to impo se stiff new restric­ 
tio ns o n fo reign impo rts o n the 
gro und these are co sting U.S. jo bs. 
So me kno wledgeable fo lk in 
Washingto n think this puts Presi­ 
dent Nix o n and the Republicans in 
so mething o f a bind po litically . 
They o f co urse go t a substantial 
labo r v o te in Mr. Nix o n’s 19 72 presi­ 
dential sweep. Yet the President’s 
prime interest in fo reign po licy ap­ 
pears to be pro pelling him to ward 
bro ader and bro ader trade initia­ 
tiv es o v erseas. 
His o v ertures to China and the 
So v iet Unio n are widely hailed fo r 
their ho peful effect upo n security , 
but tho se co untries respo nded in 
co nsiderable part because they want 
mo re trade with the United States. 
In a discussio n at Bro o kings In­ 
stitutio n, to p research o rganizatio n, 
o ne specialist suggested the no tio n 
that Mr. Nix o n pro bably co uld no t 
sustain his pro gress in the fo reign 
field witho ut getting heav ily into 
eco no mics. The implicit argument 
here is that, o nce diplo matic and 
military tensio ns are eased, trade is 
(he big issue. 
One Bro o kings panelist co ntends, 
ho wev er, that the wo rld trade arena, 
with its fo undatio n in the idea o f the 
eco no mic interdependence o f na­ 
tio ns, is so plagued to day with un­ 
certainties that eco no mic natio nal­ 
ism may gain new fo rce and re­ 
spectability in key co untries. 
The uncertainties arise, it is sug­ 
gested, fro m the fact that the United * 


States no lo nger do minates wo rld 
eco no mics, that rising co mpetitio n 
fro m Japan and Western Euro pe 
hav e created a new flux threatening 
to stability . 


The pro bability nev ertheless is 
that mo st big trading po wers simply 
will mo v e to find a way to liv e with 
uncertainty . Bro o kings specialists 
seemed to agree with the pro po sitio n 
that, fo r all its lo ss o f do minance, 
America is no “ helpless giant” and 
can still, if it o nly will, dev elo p 
stro ng new leads in this field. 
The co mpulsio ns to ward the co n­ 
tinued gro wth o f internatio nal trade 
appear great. The energy crisis is 
fo rcing many co untries, including 
the United States, to reach far fo r 
reso urces which underpin mo dern 
industrial eco no mies. 
Japan may hav e been slo w to 
lo wer its trade barriers while build­ 
ing its ex po rts, but a co ntinuing 
trend seems inev itable. It is almo st 
who lly dependent upo n fo reign 
so urces o f supply fo r ev ery thing it 
do es industrially . 


Western Euro pe may , with its ex ­ 
panded Co mmo n Market and en­ 
larged internal trading area, lo o k to ­ 
day like an increasingly ex clusio n­ 
ary trading blo c. But its co mpo nent 
natio ns are co nsiderably tro ubled 
that America might leap bey o nd 
them and, to their env y , dev elo p far 
bro ader trade ties with the So v iet 
Unio n. 
Eco no mic natio nalism, the fur­ 
ther 
erecting 
o f 
fo rtress 
walls 
against erratic wo rld trade fo rces, 
may hav e its o bv io us appeal. But its 
limitatio ns in a wo rld cry ing fo r re­ 
so urces appear plan eno ugh. 
The Bro o kings panelists think 
ev en adamant U.S. o rganized labo r 
sees this reality , and is simply fight­ 
ing a delay ing actio n against trends 
which will diminish its facto ry unio n 
members anckhence its po wer. 


sev en per cent a y ear. 
What the co rrespo ndents co v er­ 
ing the President will also be fo rced 
to ackno wledge is that, ex cept fo r a 
small gro up o f students and intelle- 
cuals, the great majo rity o f Span­ 
iards are satisfied with a regime 
which has bro ught them pro sperity 
as well as surcease fro m the ideo lo g­ 
ical struggles which racked the 
co untry in the past. As I hav e dis­ 
co v ered o n my recent v isits to Spain, 
peo ple there talk a little wry ly abo ut 
American demo cracy and needle us 
po litely abo ut o ur rio t-to rn cities and 
general civ ic diso rder. 
A trip to Greece wo uld demo n­ 
strate to the President that what he 
reads and hears o f that co untry is 
simply no t true. Co mpariso ns might 
be made o f a United States which re­ 
tains its po litical freedo m but is rap­ 
idly lo sing its eco no mic freedo ms 
and a Greece which, eliminating the 
chao s o f its parliamentary sy stem 
and the po litical license o f the day s 
preceding the present go v ernment, 
has blo sso med eco no mically in an 
eco no mically free sy stem—perhaps 
the freest I hav e ev er seen. 
But if Mr. Nix o n went to Greece, 
he wo uld be say ing to the wo rld that 


the United States reco gnizes its debt 
to a co untry which giv es shelter to 
o ur Mediterranean fleet and thereby * 
co ntributes to o ur guarantee to , 
NATO and to o ur suppo rt o f Israel;1 
He might also be say ing to the Ita­ 
lians that there is a po ssible so lutio n 
to the pro blems facing them—pro b­ 
lems created by po liticalized unio ns 
which go o n strike because they dis­ 
appro v e o f o ur po licies in Vietnam. 
It might be a lift to the Mo v imento 
So ciale Italiano (MSI) who se unio ns 
are called neo -fascist because they 
dev o te them selv es to impro v ing 
wo rking co nditio ns and raising 
wages, as do o ur unio ns, instead o f 
stalling the eco no my o n behalf o f 
Angela Dav is. 


The President, o f co urse, do es no t 
lo o k to me fo r adv ice. He is his o wn 
man, which is o ne o f the things I like 
abo ut him. But he is aware o f the 
stresses and strains which afflict 
this planet. And he is deeply co n­ 
cerned-anx io us, if y o u will—to see 
so me stability in Euro pe. Go ing to 
Spain and Greece wo uld be o f aid to 
what he desires.

Plan an end run' 
around Congress

WASHINGTON (N E A )- Nix o n 
aides are co nv inced this new Co n­ 
gress will be so ro ught to deal with 
that they ex pect little success in 
pushing thro ugh majo r White Ho use 
do mestic 
pro grams—certainly

dent wants. 
Specifically , they ex pect Co n­ 
gress to turn Mr. Nix o n do wn co ld o n 
meaningful laws to reo rganize the 
Cabinet and streamline the present 
hit-and-miss co nglo meratio n o f go v ­ 
ernment departments and agencies. 
The pro blem o n the Hill, say Nix ­ 
o n men, is that fo rmal reo rganiza­ 
tio n o f majo r departments and agen­ 
cies requires a reo rganizatio n o f 
po werful Senate and Ho use co mmit­ 
tees. This wo uld necessitate a re­ 
shuffling o f po sitio n and po wer in 
Co ngress o n a wide scale, stir up 
mo nths o f behind-the-scenes strug­ 
gle fo r po sitio n. 
The delicate po wer setup in the 
Senate and Ho use o f Representa­ 
tiv es has been created thro ugh the 
y ears by gradual adv ances in sen­ 
io rity and a multitude o f indiv idual 
and intra-party struggles. Once this 
balance was upset, the infighting fo r 
po sitio n wo uld be terrible to beho ld 
and co uld result in lasting bitter­ 
ness. 
The President’s men believ e they 
can get aro und this co ngressio nal 
ro adblo ck, first, by the creatio n o f 
new and less co ntro v ersial agencies 
by ex ecutiv e o rder subject to co n­ 
gressio nal v eto , and seco nd, by set­ 
ting up within the White Ho use a se­ 
ries o f task fo rces mo deled after the 


Natio nal Security Co uncil and the 
new Co uncil o n Eco no mic Po licy . 
The President is leaning heav ily 
o n these co uncils, o r task fo rces, 
chaired by White Ho use Staffers o r 
by men giv en an additio nal White 
Ho use title. 


Fo r Mr. Nix o n has in the past 
fo ur y ears learned a basic trick o f 
go v ernment: Once named a presi­ 
dential assistant, an o fficial can cut 
acro ss departmental and agency , 
lines in a way he can nev er do a i 
head o f a po werful department. Fur» 
ther, an interdepartmental co mmit­ 
tee, pro perly co nstructed, can ex er­ 
cise the planning and decisio n-mak­ 
ing functio ns o f a super agency . 
The functio ning o f the Natio nal 
Security Co uncil has pro v ed to Mr. 
Nix o n that such co mmittees can 
pro v ide an o rderly way fo r co llect­ 
ing and funneling ideas, pro grams 
and reco mmended decisio ns to the 
President in a way which strains o ut 
a great deal o f emo tio n and special 
pleading. 


But Mr. Nix o n wo uld like to go 
further and shake up the ex isting de­ 
partments radically . Because o f the 
large number o f entrenched pro ­ 
grams, the number o f entrenched 
bureaucrats manning them and the 
stro ng reluctance o f Co ngress t6 
cancel pro jects which are no lo nger 
wo rth what they co st, a majo r reo r­ 
ganizatio n is pro bably the o nly po s­ 
sible way to achiev e the who lesale 
abo lishment o f pro grams whicli 
hav e o utliv ed their usefulness o r 
which hav e nev er liv ed up to ex pec« 
tatio ns.

The Doctor Says; 


By LAWRENCE LAMB, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb—I am writing 
in the hope that others may 
profit from my recent expe­ 
rience. My husband developed 
pain in his right shoulder, right 
upper arm, and right side of his 
chest which he self-diagnosed 
as bursitis. Over the next three 
days the pain became excruci­ 
ating and finally was correctly 
diagnosed as a heart attack. I 
had always imagined a heart 
attack as a sudden dramatic 
collapse. I do not recall ever 
having read that it could come 
on gradually and on the right 
side. We generally think of the 
heart as being more on the left. 
It may be helpful if you would 
comment on the various possi­ 
ble symptoms and also repeat 
that it is urgent to get to a phy­ 
sician, preferably a hospital, 
when the possibility of a heart 
attack exists. From talking 
with people since this hap­ 
pened, it seems that men par­ 
ticularly sometimes refuse to 
recognize the seriousness of the 
situation, continuing to suffer 
“ heroically” while heart dam­ 
age progresses. 
Dear Reader — You’ve 
touched on a very important 
point. The symptoms of a heart 
attack are so varied that it is 
difficult even for our best heart 
specialists to make an early di­ 
agnosis. This is why laboratory 
aids such as an electrocardio­ 
gram and certain blood tests 
are often needed. Although we 
speak of a heart attack causing 
pain, that, too, is not really a 
good description. Sometimes it 
can be a discomfort or squeez­ 
ing or aching feeling. It often 
causes a sensation of pressure 
or constriction immediately be­ 
neath the breast bone in the 
center of the chest. It can, how­ 
ever, radiate to either shoulder

or into either arm. Pain or dull 
discomfort in the shoulder or 
arm caused by heart disease 
can occur without any chest 
pain at all. 
; 
Classically, the pain radiates 
down the outer aspect of the left 
arm into the ring and little fin­ 
gers. although the discomfort 
need not extend that far. Pain 
*»r discomfort may also radiate 
into the jaw or into the pit of the 
stomach. Lots of deaths said to 
have been caused by “ indiges­ 
tion” really were caused by 
heart attacks. The pain or dis- 
comfort may be very mild, re­ 
sembling a muscle ache or it 
can be severe, causing shock 
and collapse. 
There are reasonable hum- 
bers of individuals who have 
painless heart attacks. I have 
seen several cases identified on 
routine retirement examina­ 
tions in the military services in 
individuals whose symptoms 
were totally non-existent hr so 
slight as to have been dismissed 
by the patient. A mild case of 
indigestion may really turn out 
lo have been a symptom'of a 
heart attack. 
While I am strongly in favor 
of educating the public Sbout 
the symptoms of a heart attack 
so that they can obtain help as 
soon as possible, I must also 
face the fact that this fcan’t 
solve the problem. It certainly 
is true that the sooner the per­ 
son with a heart attack gets to 
adequate medical facilities the 
more likely they will have a 
satisfactory recovery. In a 
study of how long people look 
after the onset of symptom*of a 
heart attack to seek medical 
advice, the group who toot the 
longest was, you guessed it* the 
doctors. The very men iest 
trained to recognize a hearft at­ 
tack were the slowest in getting 
help. Thus, knowing the symp­ 
toms alone doesn't answer the 
problem.

Considering ill-defined symp­ 
toms, no symptoms, and sud­ 
den death, the most logical ap­ 
proach is prevention. Ttidt is 
why I have continually pl$ced 
so much emphasis on the* im­ 
portance of diet, exerdise, 
avoiding cigarette smoking, 
and other measures to prevent 
heart attacks.

DEAR POLLY—Tell Mrs. J. 
B. to use club soda on her in­ 
door-outdoor carpet to remove 
the milk stains. Pour a small 
amount on a rag or sponge and 
rub gently — no rinsing needed. 
I have used club soda on 
several types of carpet and 
upholstery and had good results 
each time. It also loosens any 
ground-in spots as well as 
organic stains such as puppy 
accidents. I, too, have a baby 
who spits up and, believe me, 
club soda has been a byword in 
cleaning carpet stains. It does 
not leave a tell-tale ring, either. 
Do hope this helps Mrs. J. B.— 
MRS. B. M. 
DEAR GIRLS—Club soda is 
also a great favorite with my 
family for this use. Fast action 
has lots to do with the success of 
any spot remover. If the spots 
have been there too long for the 
club soda to be effective, Mrs. 
J. B. might try a remedy 
suggested by the Carpet In­ 
stitute, which is, wet a clean 
white cloth or sponge with a 
simple solution made of one 
teaspoon neutral detergent, one 
teaspoon white vinegar and a' 
quart of water. Work from 
edges to center and blot dry 
with paper towels. A hair dryer 
or electric fan could be used to 
speed up the drying. The 
procedure can be followed by a 
cleaning fluid if it should be 
needed for greasy spots like 
milk. This should also answer 
Clara’s problem with greasy 
candle spots.—POLLY

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Ag riculture Department will re­ 
lease o n Friday new estimates 
o n ho g pro ductio n, including a 
lo o k at ho w farro wing s are 
shaping up fo r nex t spring . 
The repo rt will be based o n 
so unding s tak en Dec. 1 and will 
pro vide the first USDA natio nal 
ho g pro ductio n fig ures thro ug h 
nex t May . Last September, the 
department repo rted farro wing 
intentio ns fo r Co rn Belt pro duc­ 
ers thro ug h February . 
In the September repo rt, the 
department 
estimated 
that 
Co rn Belt farmers wo uld have 
seven per cent mo re so ws g ive 
birth to pig s during the Decem- 
ber-February perio d, the in­ 
crease attributed to hig her ho g 
prices and relatively lo wer feed 
co sts. 
. 
Altho ug h ho g prices still are 
running clo se to 
$10 per hun­ 
dredweig ht hig her than a y ear 
ag o —they averag ed $29.89 at 
Omaha during the week ended 
Dec. » —co rn and o ther feed 
have risen in price. Also , po o r 
weather has cut harvests in 
so me areas and co uld have a 
big impact o n many pro ducers’ 
plans fo r ho g s nex t y ear. 
Despite rising feed co sts, 
which can tempt a g rain pro ­ 
ducer to sell rather than feed it 
to his sto ck , the g o vernment’s 
ho g -co rn ratio , which measures 
relative prices, still is running 
the hig hest in y ears.

ST. LOUIS (AP)— The St. Louis football 
Cardinals, who finished the 1972 season by 
matching their three worst records since 
coming to St. Louis at 4-9-1, are in the market 
for a general manager and a new head coach 
following the dismissal Monday of Coach Bob 
Hollway. 
Team President William V. Bidwill, who 
notified Hollway of the firing in a telephone 
call, said, “The move was made in the best in­ 
terest of the team .” Hollway came to St. 
Louis in February 1971 to succeed Charley 
Winner, who was fired after guiding the Big 
Red to an 8 -5-1 season. Under Hollway’s lead­ 
ership last year the Cardinals were also 4-9-1. 
“I expected to fulfill it,” Hollway said of 
his three-year contract, which has one year to 
run. 
“I’m a winner as a football coach and will 
prove it. If that’s not to be demonstrated here, 
I’ll demonstrate it elsewhere. I really didn’t 
feel I had the opportunity to demonstrate it in 
St. Louis,” Hollway said. 
Hollway, who said he had no immediate 
plans, joined the Cardinals after four years as 
a defensive coach with the Minnesota Vi­ 
kings. 
His dismissal left two vacancies in the 
Cardinal front office. Bidwill, who took over 
sole ownership of the team from his brother in 
September, said at that time he would hire a 


general manager at the end of the season. The 
team was without a GM while it was owned by 
both brothers. 
Bidwill said he is in no hurry to tab anyone 
as Hollway’s successor and added that the 
first order of business would be to hire a gen­ 
eral manager. He contended that neither po­ 
sition had to be filled before the college draft 
Jan. 30. The general manager would be hired 
“as soon as I find the right one,” Bidwill said. 
Asked about the firing, Bidwill said, 
“ Really, I had been thinking about it for some 
time. It’s hard to say weeks or months, but it 
had been some tim e.” 


Hollway was the 23rd head coach in the 
team ’s 53-year history in Chicago and St. 
Louis, an NFL record for most coaches, and 
he was the fourth head coach since the team 
moved to St. Louis in 1960. 


“They seem to feel that changing coaches 
is the answer,” Hollway said Monday. “I 
don’t necessarily concur. They continually 
change coaches, but all that does is delay 
progress.” 
He contended the team did poorly this sea­ 
son because they had the roughest non-divi­ 
sion schedule in the NFL, did not have the tal­ 
ent to be a contender and, because of injuries, 
had only four players finish the season at the 
position they started.
